SUBJECT: SECOND PASSPORT FOR TRAVEL TO PRC 

1 . THERE HAVE BEEN INDICATIONS THAT PRC HAS RELAXED ITS 
ATTITUDE CONCERNING ROC VISA IN PPT AND THAT ROC VISA IN 
PPT OF WOULD-BE TRAVELLER NO LONGER PRECLUDES ENTRY INTO 
PRC. WHEN ASKED ABOUT THIS, HONG KONG OFFICE OF CHINA 
TRAVEL SERVICE (CTS) INFORMED US THAT PERSONS WHOSE PPTS 
REFLECT TRAVEL TO ROC CAN ENTER PGY WITHOUT NEED OF NEW 
OR SECOND PPT. THIS HAS BEEN CONFIRMED BY INDIVIDUAL 
AMERICANS IN HONG KONG WHO HAVE REPORTED THEY ENCOUNTERED 
NO DIFFICULTY IN ENTERING PRC FOR BUSINESS OR TOURISM 
DESPITE ROC STAMPS IN THEIR PASSPORTS. 

2. HOWEVER, WE HAVE NOW LEARNED FROM RESIDENT AMCITS IN 
HONG KONG THAT THEY HAVE BEEN ENCOUNTERING DIFFICULTY 
FROM ROC AUTHORITIES UPON ARRIVAL TAIEPI OR KAOHSHUNG 
IF THEY HAVE PRC STAMP IN PPT. ACCOUNTS ARE SIMILAR 

IN THAT AMCIT IS TAKEN ASIDE AND INTERROGATED 
AND/OR LECTURED AS TO SERIOUSNESS WITH WHICH ROC 
VIEWS SUCH TRAVEL. WHEN WE CHECKED WITH CHUNG HWA 
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TRAVEL SERVICE IN HONG KONG (ROC COUNTERPART OF 
CTS), WE WERE MET WITH REITERATION ROC'S PUBLIC 
STANCE ON ISSUE, I.E., TRAVEL TO PRC DOES NOT 
IN ANY WAY PREJUDICE TRAVEL TO TAIWAN. DESPITE 
THIS, WE SEE NO REASON FOR AMCITS TO MANUFACTURE 
ACCOUNTS OF DIFFICULTIES IN TAIWAN AND DEPT MAY 
WISH TO RAISE THIS ISSUE WITH ROC. 
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3. APPEARS THAT CONGEN WILL REMAIN IN SECOND PPT 
BUSINESS (APPROXIMATELY 10 PERCENT OF TOTAL PPT 
ISSUANCE) WITH MOST TRAVELLERS PREFERRING SECOND 
PPT FOR PRC TRAVEL UNTIL WORD GETS AROUND OF PRC'S 
RELAXED AITTUTDE. HOWEVER, WE CAN EXPECT TO RECEIVE 
OCCASIONAL REQUEST THAT WE ISSUE SECOND PPT VALID 
ONLY FOR ROC. DOES DEPT OR AMEMBASSY TAIPEI PERCEIVE 
ANY OBJECTION TO SUCH ISSUANCE? PENDING REPLY 

WE WILL CONTINUE TO ISSUE SECOND PASSPORTS VALID 
ONLY FOR PRC. 

4. ONE ACCOUNT WE HEARD CONCERNED ROK. AMCIT BUSINESS- 
MAN WHO RECENTLY ARRIVED IN ROK WITH PRC STAMP IN 

PPT WAS GIVEN DIFFICULT TIME AT AIRPORT AND QUESTIONED 
AT LENGTH PAST CURFEW HOUR. THIS REPORTEDLY RESULTED 
IN HIS ARREST FOR CURFEW VIOLATION WHEN HIS CAB 
SUBSEQUENTLY ENTERED SEOUL. 

5. ADDRESSEE COMMENTS ARE REQUESTED, ESPECIALLY TAIPEI 
ANDSEOUL, WITH RESPECT TO DIFFICULTIES AMCITS 

WHOSE PPTS SHOW TRAVEL PRC ARE LIKELY ENCOUNTER 
UPON ARRIVAL IN ROC AND ROK.
